Was sn Age of Stilted Periods. 

The epitaphs quoted In the guide¬ 
book have a distinctive flavor, as U 
they were some special brand manu¬ 
factured for the abbey. Thtold kings 
In the splendid old tombs need no in¬ 
scription. and have none, but as the 
architectural merit of the tombs de¬ 
creases so does the verbal decoration 
Increase, and with the monstrous 
sculpture of the eighteenth century 
comes the florid and overwrought pe¬ 
riods of the epitaph writers. You can 
almost tell the date of any individual 
specimen by the literary style. His¬ 
tory records. I believe, that the mor¬ 
als of the eighteenth century were 
anything but above reproach In Eng¬ 
land. but If Westminster Is to be ta¬ 
ken as the test that was an age of he¬ 
roic saints and saintly heroes. Yet 
that these quaint old hypocrites were 
not self-deceived Is suggested by the 
closing sentence of one of the epi¬ 
taphs of a priod following that of the 
most stilted specimen ’Reader.’' It 
says, "If on perusing this tribute to 
a private individual thou should be 
disposed to suspect it as partial or 
censure It as diffuse, know that It ia 
not panegyric, but history ” 

True Sentiment Not Wanting. 

Upon the monument of Grace Scott, 
wife of Colonel Scott, a member of 
the honorable house of commons. 1814, 
are engraved these words: 

“He that will give my Grace but what 
is hers 

Must say that death has not 

Made only her dear Scott. 

But virtue, worth and sweetness, wid 
owers." 

Punning. Indeed, was highly es¬ 
teemed by the ancient eulogists, as In¬ 
stanced in the i-pltaph to Sir Jgmes 
Fhllerton: "He died fuller of faith 
than of fear; fuller of consolation than 
of pains; fuller of honor than of 
days.” Yet there are not wanting 
specimens of true and Ingenious sen- 
tlment, as that In the case of Mrs.

(laughter of James L. who died at the 
age of three days, with verses by 
8usan Coolldge, which do not wholly 
lose their pathos In spite of the fact 
that they are placarded on the walls 
with the “Keep Order" and other 
signs. 

When Abbey Becomes Impressive. 

And. moreover, there are times when 
the abbey does regain some of the 
majesty and awe that the ear ) y 
writers tell of—of a late afternoon, 
perhaps, when the sight seeing mob 
has gone and the light has grown dim 
and a faint but Impressive radiance 
falls from the big rose window In the 
south transept. Then, having climbed 
to the little gallery wherein the effi¬ 
gies are displayed—not to see those 
abominations but to gain therefrom 
charming and varied vistas of nave 
and pillar, of arches so Blender that

O NE of the saddest things In life, 
perhaps, is the sight of an 
American tourist in West¬ 
minster abbey. Unconvention¬ 
al as be may be In a thousand 
things, the American is the most con¬ 
ventional of mortals In bis attitude to¬ 
ward the historic show places of Eu¬ 
rope. There is but one proper way to 
view a monument, one proper opinion 
to express In regard to it. This Is de¬ 
termined by tradition and. in the case 
of the sbbey the Washington Irving 
tradition is the one that must be re¬ 
garded. A hundred years sgo Irving 
established a residence within the 
wall of the old minster and pro¬ 
ceeded to write some very charming, 
albeit a little florid, prose regarding 
its architecture and Its memorials. 
His expressed feeling toward It was 
one of reverence and awe and melan¬ 
choly. of admiration and respect. Now, 
.this was both correct and natural in 
Irving's time, but that was before the 
day when visitors crowded the aisles 
like cattle at the herding, when the 
walls were placarded with instructions 
and warnings, even as the motor 
busses that pass the door are placard¬ 
ed with advertisements, and before 
youthful vergers lined up the curious 
in companies and collected a sixpence 
apiece for personally conducting them 
through the royal chapels. The at¬ 
mosphere today, indeed, la not conduc¬ 
ive to meditation and reverential ec¬ 
stasy: the abbey Is as much a show 
place as the Albert Memorial or Earl’s 
Court, and the sad sight referred to 
above Is that of the hurried, bustling 
tourists of the twentieth century try¬ 
ing to adapt themselves to the tradi¬ 
tional pose of reverence and awe cre¬ 
ated by Irving—trying and not suc¬ 
ceeding.

I prefer to have lambs come in Feb¬ 
ruary and although It may require care 
to save them during cold weather, 
when fall comes, I think I am ahead 
for they go through the winter better 
and make better sheep than do late 
lambs. 


AND MUTTON 


(By F. O. HUGHES.) 

To develop a good flock of breeding 
sheep for wool and mutton 1 would 
begin with the ewes that are half Cots- 
wold and half Merino and mate them 
with a buck that Is a full blooded 
Shropshire. 

In the cross you get a grade of 
sheep that Is hard to beat for both 
wool and mutton. By this method I 
once got a twin lamb that sheared, 
when a little more than a year old, 
16 pounds of good wool and when a 
year and a half old the carcass 
weighed 160 pounds. 

I cross my sheep hack and forth 
as my Judgment tells me Is best. If 
the sheep are getting too wrinkly and 
the wool too short I get either a Cots- 
wold, Oxford or Shropshire buck, and 
If the fleece Is getting too hairy and 
light In weight I breed back to the 
Merinos. 

In caring for the flock 1 prefer 
green pasture for them, as many 
months In the year as possible. 

Blue grass makes the best perma¬ 
nent pasture. Dwarf essex rape can 
be sown as soon as the ground will 
work in the spring and If sown alone 
five or six pounds of seed will be re¬ 
quired per acre. 

Six or eight weeks after sowing It 
will be ready for pasture which will 
last until freezing time. 

A zmaller amount of rape can be 
sown with oats and after ^ie crop Is 
removed I have an excellent fall pas¬ 
ture. Sheep Ifke rape, but I would Dot 
advise anyone to keep them on rape 
alone. 

Pumpkins are good feed for them

It lacks fiber and 
ash to Insure good digestion. There- 
fore, when the cob can be finely 
ground It Is an advantage for the rea¬ 
sons named. Certainly, ground corn 
Is better for horses than whole corn 
as a saver of feed for them The 
horse cannot masticate the corn fine 
enough so that the digestion gets all 
the nutrients out of it. and much of It 
will pass through the alimentary canal 
undigested, yet whole corn when fed 
alone Is a safer feed than ground 
corn. The better way to feci corn la 
to grind It with oats, two parts oat* 
to one of corn, or grind the corn and 
mix coarse wheat bran with It equally

Quern Ready for Work. 

Oley valley, where the Indians had a 
number or their villages. 

’No one seemed to recognize the his¬ 
toric value of the little stones, thou¬ 
sands viewing them, with the simple 
remark, "queer stones," passing on 
nnd never thinking about them any 
more.

Lots of these women would buy 
much more than they required, and 
would quietly hold over their pur¬ 
chases until the close of the sale, and 
then let loose their surplus stock up¬ 
on their less wide awake friends, and 
reap thereby a harvest of "sheckels” 
which we may take for granted would 
be at once returned to the trouser 
pockets of their husbands while those 
gentlemen still slept.

Dr. Ramsay is 
one of thej mokt distinguished of mod¬ 
ern Biblical scholars, and has writ¬ 
ten numerous works of world-wide 
reputation. The seminary counts it¬ 
self exceedingly fortunate in securing 
the services of Sir W. M. Ramsay for 
these lectures. The Norton Lecture¬ 
ship Foundation provides for lectures j 
on such subjects as will set forth the 
relations of Christianity to phlloeaphy 
and science.
